The Industrial Accident Board has been advised by 
the Cardinal Cushing General Hospital that they are ~ 
billing separately for any radiologic fees. Therafore, 
would you kindly strike their name from the hospitals listed 
in Circular Letter No. 164. The cost of radiologic
examinations at the Cardinal Cushing General Hospital is 
included in their per diem rate. 

The Industrial Accident Board has been advised by 
the Rate Setting Commission that the in-patient per diem 
rate for the University Hospital, 70$ Harrison Avenue, 
Boston, Massachusetts has been amended retroactive to 
January 1, 1969. The rate effective January 1, 1969 has 
been amended to $99.90. Therefore, for services rendered 
between October 1, 1968 and January 1, 1969 the per diem 
rate is ~92.02; for services rendered on or after January
1, 1969, the per diem rate is $99.90.
